Section 1786e—16m. None of the funds of any association or-
ganized under the provisions of sections 1786e—1 to 1786e—17,
inclusive, shall be used nor shall any stock of such association be
issued in the payment of any promotion of such association for
commissions, salaries, or expenses of any kind, character, or na-
ture whatsoever; except that a sum not to exceed five per cent
of the par value of stock sold may be used by committees elected
by the stockholders for selling or soliciting for the sale of stock
or for hiring responsible salaried solicitors for such purpose.

Sectiox 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.

Subscetion 4 of section 604q of the statutes is
amended to read: (Section 604q) 4. The judge or court may,
in his or its diserction, refuse to render judgment for the claim-
ant in any case where a parent, wife or child is dependent on
such property or estate for future support, and that the amount
to be paid, when ordered by such county judge or court, shall
be a reasonable compensation for such support and maintenance.
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Sectiox 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.
